Eleven Hundred More Wainwright 
Buffalo To Be Sent To Mackenzie 
River District 

Farly in June the Canadian Govern- 
ment will ship 1,100 more buffalo, 
principally year-olds, from Wain- 
wright National Park to the Macken- 
zie River District in the north, as has 
been done in the past three years. A 
quarter of a century ago, anxious to 
save the buffalo from extinction, the 
Canadian Government’ bought a herd 
ot 715 from Montana and established 

Park. Within a few 
years, the herd grew to so many thou- 
sands that a slaughter -was necessary 
and the buffalo meat came on the 
market. Then the scheme of shipping 
the surplus animals north was adopt- 
ed and found to be very satisfactory. 
Plans are nearly completed for the 
extension of the Wainwright Park 
boundaries to the Canadian National 
Railway tracks, so that travellers on 
their way to and from Jasper Nation- 
al Park and the Pacific coast may 
glimpse the herd from the windows 
of their train.
